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DETAILED ACTION 
Remarks 

1 . The Final rejection has withdrawn in response to applicant's amendment. 

2. Claims 8-13, 16-17 and 22-24 are pending in the application. 

Claim Objections 

3. Claims 13 and 17 are objected to because of the following informalities: improper 
dependent claims. It is conceivable that the product claim can be infringed without infringing 
the base claim, since claims 13 and 17 are a product-by-process claim. The product-by-process 
claims are directed to the product no matter how actually made . In re Taylor, 149 USPQ 615, 
617 (CCPA 1966). The product claim is not limited to the method claims 8 and 16, respectively. 
Therefore, the product as recited in claims 13 and 17 could be made by some other method than 
that recited in the base claims 8 and 16, respectively. Consequently, it is the patentability of the 
final product , and not the patentability of the process, that must be determined in a product-by- 
process claim. In re Thorpe, 227 USPQ 964, 966 (CAFC 1985), Ex parte Edwards 23 1 USPQ 
981, 983 (BdPatApp&Int 1986).
